Switzerland’s nudear energy 
industry Monday appeared 
headed for more stringent gov- 
ernment supervision after a 
citizens' referendum narrow- 
ly rejected an effective halt 
to its expansion plans. 

A national referendum with 
a turnout of nearly half the 
country's 3.3 mjflion electors 
showed citizens almost equally 
divided on question of 
stricter controls on existing and 
planned nudear power stations 
and other atomic installations. 

A proposal that would have 
taid down safety and environ' 
mental conditions for granting 
25-year operating concessions 
and sifojected four existing 
plants to retroactive parliamen- 
tary approves faded by only 
45,348 votes. 

Voting was 919,923 in favor 
and 965,271 against in the 
■pofl. Because k would heave 
amended the constitution, the 
proposal also needed to win 
support from a majority of 
Switzerland's 23 semi-autono- 
mous cantons (states), but they 
■voted 14 to nine against. 

The vote, sure to have an 
impact on a growingly heated 
nucfcar energy debate in other 
parts of Western Europe, came 
ihree months after a referen- 
dum. in neighboring Austria 
narrowly rejected that coun- 
try's first nuclear power plant, 
at Zrweoteadoif. 

The referendum -followed 
months of heated campaign- 


ing in which the government 
had warned approval of the 
initiative would have . “jyave 
consequences” for the Swiss 
economy with energy shor- 
tages and increased unemploy- 
ment. 

The proposal, pushed by a 
variety of ecological commit- 
tees, would have made all 
future construction licenses for 
atomic power plants subject to 
a series of regional votes with 
communities in the immediate 
neighborhood of the project 
and each of the surrounding 
cantons having a veto right. 

But ati also agreed that the 
size of the vote in favor of 
the proposed constitutional 
amendment showed that there 
were genuine feats of radia- 
tion and other security hazards 
from nudear plants. 

According io the govern- 
ment, approval of the proposal 
would nave amounted to an 
indefinite suspension .of afi 
nuclear energy projects and 
possibly made idle the three 
plants already in operation.

In Bonn, an experienced Ame- 
rican diplomat says the United 
States "has become somewhat 
irrelevant here, but fa an am- 
bivalent way. We are just as 
relevant as ever in the securitv 
sense” — ■ a reference to the 
continued presence here on the 
200,000-man U.S. Seventh Army 
— “but for 25 years we were 
also pre-eminent here in an 
economic sense. Vietnam. Wa- 
tergate and the ecooomic 
weakening of the United States 
changed that and has produced 
today’s ambivalence. 

“The European Monetary 
System" — the just-formed, 
ei^at-nation currency group fa- 
thered mostly by Schmidt — 
“is toe symbol of that. It re- 
flects the perception that Ame- 
rican economic leadership and 
the American currency, the 
symbol of national prestige, are 
both lacking." he said. 

“It also doesn't help to have 
an American ambassador run- 
ning around Germany exuding 
so much optimism that the 
American economic problem is 
all under control now," a bu- 
siness executive in West Berlin 
says. "You can't sell that to 
educated Germans anymore."’ 

Diplomatically things are 
Chang in g , too.

United States is stifl. 
Japan’s most important trading 
partner and most HkeSy will 
continue to be for yeara, des- 
pite. the seemingly fatermioabile 
arguments over Japan's large 
trade surpluses. 

But while the disputes focus 
on Japan’s exports to the Uni- 
ted States, something strange 
has been happening to trade 
moving the other way. Japan 
is buying less, proportionately, 
from the United States’ today 
than she used to, fa compari- 
son with imports from other 
countries. 

In a widely discussed article 
in the publication “Foreign 
Affaire” fast fall, two econo- 


mists from the Boston. Consul- 
ting Group, James G Abeg- 
glea and Thomas M. Haul, 
showed how the American 
share of the Japan market has 
dectined since the late 1960s. 

The. US. share of the ca- 
pital-go o<fc market declined 
from 61 to 51 per cent, and 
the share of consumer nondtu- 
rahies dedtaed from 32 to 13 
per cere. In 1968-70 American 
coal producers sold nearly 60 
per cent of the cool imported 
into Japan. By 1976-77 their 
sales came to only 32 per cert. 

“Over a wide range of pro- 
ducts, the United States has 
for some years been faring its 
share as an exporter of pro- 
ducts to Japan," Abcggjan. and 


Hout wrote. 

Europe and Southeast Aria 
and even Latin America are 
row looming as major com- 
petitor with the Americans. 
And now China will move for- 
cc£uBy into tee picture. Al- 
ready, the American share of 
the total two-way trade with 
Japan is fatting.

I* was heartening to hear Dr. David Owen, the British 
. foreign secretary, declare in Riyadh cm Monday night that a 
: solution to fee Middle East problem would be itqpossrUe 
■ without a solution to the Palestinian problem, including res- 
titution of their rights and a homeland of their own. 

This was a forthright statement by the representative of a 
state which bas been so closely related to the problem from its 
beginning with the creation of the Israeli entity assisted by the 
imperial fiat of the Balfour Declaration. 

Unto recently, Britain and West Europe had been content 
to pay lip service to the Arab side of the dispute though 
many were aware of the justice of the Arab case and the 
agony of die Palestinians. It took the October war in 1973, 
and, more press agiy the simultaneous Arab oil embargo to 
drive home to aH and sundry the need to reappraise the situa- 
tion in a spirit of greater fairness. In fact, there had been a 
time when Britain, undor Harold Wilson. leaned toward 
Zionis m that the British contribution to a peaceful and just 
solution was negligible. 

The countries of the European Economic Community 
rectified this shortcoming by their declaration of June 1977 feat 
a fair solution lay in Israeli withdrawal and the restoration of 
Palestinian rights. Not feat such a declaration wQI help much 
but it does contribute to the isolation of Israel and its princi- 
pal hacker, the United States, which still refuses to taBc to the' 
Palestinian leaders as if they were the aggressors in the Holy 
LatxL Britain and the EEC merely recognized what their 
. peagbbors in Eastern Europe had seen twenty yeans before. 

Yet, Dr. Owen's statements are st*U welcome. But we 
sincerely hope that he win stiH adhere to Stem in parliament 
and in the British press when he completes his tour of the 
Gulf Arab states. 

AFRICAN TURMOIL 

The war between Uganda and Tanzania highlight the 
tragic state of affairs in Africa. There is simply too much 
infighting and, consequently, a waste of valuable resources which 
the African countries could have used to better the lot of their 
own indigent people. 

Besides Uganda and Tanzania, tore is fighting in Ethio- 
pia with the Eritreans; tension explodes every other year 
between Zaire and Angola; Zambia is enmeshed in the Rho- 
desian liberation war; Chad is in the throes of perpetual civil 
war with others reportedly involved on the side of the rebels. 
The Arab states of the Maghreb: Morocco. Algeria and 
Mauritania are in a state of undeclared war. 

While it may be true that the origins of these conflicts are 
traced to the colonial era and the arbitrary division of terri- 
tories and haphazard creation of states, it is unfortunate that 
the independent African states have failed to rise to the occa- 
sion and exercise the necessary prudence to coexist in peace. 

European colonialism in most of Africa ended tea to 
fifteen years ago, but most African states continue to figii each 
other, and often engage in ruinous wans that only make their 
peoples much more wretched aod their goals of self-develop- 
ment much remoter. 

Like the Arab League, the Organization of African Unity 
takes the blame For fltis state of disarray although} its apo- 
logists claim that it is only as good as <ts member stares wish 
it to be. 

ti is unfortunate, since the OAU could have been a use- 
ful instrument for peace and stabflity. given the power to ! 
arbitrate But jt was ail owed to degenerate into a Unfed 
Natioos-style debating society while wars and forejgn-instiga- 
ted rebellions raged all over the continent. 

Africa continues to Meed, divert what little bard curren- 
cy it has towards arms purchases at the expense of develop- 
ment projects and food for the starving masses. 



The task ahead for Iran

TEHRAN— 

Ayatollah iRnhotiah Kho- 
meini, successful in ousting 
the Shah, faces a dehegte task 
of organizing a working gov- 
ernment while satisfying 
the political and social dc* 

maods of groups which fed 
they contributed to the revolu- 
tion. 

Khomeini's success in pacify- 
ing these groups— including 
students, women, leftists and 
western - oriented intellectuals 
—will he derisive in detenmn* 
tag Iran's future now that the 

guns have fallen sHeot 

Although scattered . fighting 
is continuing between Kho* 
mewn’s forces and a few hold- 
outs of the old regime, the 
streets of Tehran and other 
major cities are returning to 
life, wzih sounds of horns re* 
pfiaring gunfire. 

The regime, oomdoahy hea- 
ded by Prime Minister Mehdi 
Bazargan but with real power 
vested in' Jviromsboi, is using 
the lull to encourage a busi- 
ness revival, reorganize the 
armed forces, take control of 
the bureaucracy and eliminate 
"traitors of the old regime." 

Khomeini's government is 
conducting a wholesale purge 
of the armed forces, firing over 
40 generals and cofonefa and 
arresting dozens of senior 
commanders. 

■Firing squads have shot four 
generals, including former sec- 
ret police boss Gen. Nematixl- 
foh NasshL. As many as 20 
more face execution. At least 
400 former Savak agents and 
other supporters of the former 
regime have been rounded up 
an along with 7,000 Afgiani 
nationals scheduled for depor- 


tation. . 

The new government nas 
managed sane progress *0 
ward normalcy. Many oust 
nesses, shops and banks rc ' 
opened Saturday for the nrst 
time in months and school s 
are to resume classes this 
week. Fewer armed men patrol 
. the streets, and random shoot- 
ing hy gangs playing with new 
weapons tes afi but ceased. 

Domestic air service is re- 
viving ajfter some two months 
and oil workers are back in 
the Khuzestan fields, although 
no date been set for the 
resumption of exports. 

Although most banks opened 
Saturday, many branches warn- 
ed customers they did not 
have enough cash on hand to 
redeem large checks because of 
a shortage in the Central 
Bank. Businessmen hope this 
will change with the gradual 
revival of business activity. 

Baaargan has appointed new 
military chiefs as a first step 
toward reorganizing the armed 
forces. 

But with the Shah gone, di- 
visions in the movement which 
made Khomeini its symbol are 
becoming apparent, although it 
is unclear how deep they have 
become. 

Radical students at Tehran 
University, many of whose 
comrades died in street battles 
alongside Islamic fighters, were 
angry with the appointment of 
Foreign Minister Karan San- 
jaby and five other leaders of 
the National Front to the cabi- 
net.

HONG KONG — 

There is no longer any doubt 
that the mass exodus of refu- 
gees from Vietnam is now a 
highly organized and profitable 
racket sanctioned and encour- 
aged by senior members of the 
Hanoi government. 

Investigations in Hong Kong 
and other Asian countries play- 
ing reluctant host to the refu- 
gees reveal the mechanics of a 
traffic in which the Vietnamese 
authorities, Chinese entreprene- 
urs and would-be refugees are 
cooperating to serve their over- 
lapping interests. 

These are to flush out 
southern Vietnam's large mid- 
dle class ethnic Chinese com- 
munity, amass substantial 
amounts of gold and foreign 
currency in «4ie process and 
guarantee that the journey out 
of Vietnam is swift, without 
risk, and in. relative comfort. 

Hie system was evolved 
last summer after Hanoi moved 
to absorb what remained of the 
south's Chmese-domioated pri- 
vate sector. The Chinese had 
already shown themselves up* 
enthusiastic and indigestible 
candidates for socialism, and the 
split with China turned them 
into potential fifth columnists. 

The Hanoi government set up 
a special deportment to coor- 
dinate the traffic under fee 
control of Politburo member 
Nguyen Van Linh aod account- 
able directly to Prime Minister 
Pham Van Dong.

S. Africa planning law to curb 
data on oil sources, reserves 


JOHANNESBURG. Feb. 19 
(R) — South Africa is planning 
legislation to ensure that in- 
formation about its oil supply 
sources and reserves are kept 
a secret 

Economics Minister Chris 
Heunas, in a teteriskw inter- 
view Sunday oigbc said: “ft as 
very important feat the posi- 
tion of Soufe Africa’s reser- 
ves and fee sources of supply 
of crude oil and fee methods 
of tnnapartaijpa should not 
be <fiscus9ed kx public.'’ 

“Therefore 1 have decided 
to introduce legislation in par- 
liament that win coated the 
discussion in public and fee 

publication of information re- 
lating to origin, sources of 
supply, level of reserves, 

transportation and all these 

matters rebating to South Af- 
rica's situation, in this regard,’' 
he added without giving any 


other details. 

The Soufe African govern- 
ment has always been sensi- 
tive about factoring oal infor- 
mation, particularly about its 
reserves. 

However, since fee Ira- 
nian crisis there has been 
much newspaper speculation 
about alternative sources of 
oil and fee ways it is reaching 
this country. 

The government has admit- 
ted that Soufe Africa’s supplies 
were hit bard by fee cuts in. 
Iransan production, which were 
unofficially estimated to have 
provided up to 90 per cent of 
its' needs. 

Heunis told parliament last 
week feat South Africa was 
now obtaining only . small 
quantities of erode oil despite 
paying premiums of five and 
six dollars over market price.

“No damage was incurred by 
any ocher buildings or pro- 
perty outside the complex,” 
it said.

man. one-vote elections next 
April. 

The lost Rhodesian attacks 
into Mozambique reported by 
the Salisbury authorities took 
place early in December. 


Some camps of the Mozam- 
bique regular army, Frefimo, 
were also attacked in those 
raids because Rhodesian, guer 
riiHas or their weapons were 
there, the military said. 

The latest raids were seen in 
Salisbury as showing the tran- 
sitional government’s determi- 
nation to proceed wife the elec- 
tions.
